Northwestern  State  College 
Acting  President  Arnold  R.  Kil- 
patrick  has  announced  the  es- 
tablishment of  a  Bureau  of  Re- 
search and  Field  Services  under 
the  direction  of  Dr.  T.  B.  Wof- 
ford, associate  professor  of  ed- 
ucation. 

The  new  bureau,  beginning  this 
fall,  will  conduct  internal  and  ex- 
ternal research  and  will  act  as 
a  clearinghouse  for  Federal  pro- 
gram  information. 

Its  internal,  or  institutional,  re- 
search will  include  studies  relat- 
ing to  administrative  and  educa- 
tional problems  of  the  college, 
encouragement  of  basic  research 
in  areas  of  investigation  impor- 
tant to  education  and  the  institu- 
tion, the  stimulation  of  research 
among  faculty,  and  the  provision 
of  leadership  experiences  for  the 
training  of  research  workers  in 
education. 

The  bureau  will  provide  a  ser- 
vice organization  to  work  with 
local  school  systems  and  will  as- 
sist the  college  in  providing  a 
leadership  role  in  service  to  these 
systems. 

An  important  function  will  be 
its  role  as  a  research  clearing- 
house on  Federal  programs. 

Dr.  Wofford  joined  the  North- 
western faculty  in  summer,  1965.

NSC  Enrollment 
Over  5000  Mark 
For  First  Time 

Enrollment  at  Northwestern 
State  College  for  the  fall  semes- 
ter exceeded  the  5000  total  for 
the  first  time  in  the  history  of 
the  81-year-old  institution,  ac- 
cording to  Otis  R.  Crew,  regis- 
trar. 

Final  registration  totals  showed 
an  enrollment  of  5,174  students 
as  compared  with  last  fall's  to- 
tal of  4,868. 

The  School  of  Education  had 
the  top  enrollment  of  1,624,  fol- 
lowed by  the  School  of  Applied 
Arts  and  Sciences  with  1,269, 
School  of  Arts  and  Sciences, 
1,158;  Graduate  School,  759;  and 
the   School  of  Nursing,   364. 

Enrollment  totals  for  the  un- 
dergraduate schools  and  the 
Graduate  School  were  the  high- 
est ever  recorded  at  Northwest- 
ern, Crew  said. 

Growth  of  the  student  body  at 
Northwestern  is  reflected  in  com- 
parisons of  the  current  fall  sem- 
ester total  of  5,165  with  those 
of  1956,  when  2,328  were  enrolled,
